But 'fince it is not yet (it feems) 
agreed, Whether fuch an ./^»«»^/ Phienomenon do happen 5 or, if 
foj not at that time 3 (fo that, for ought yet appears, it may be at 
the Seafons I dcfign, that ij, between the Winter- Solftice and the 
two iEquinoxes on either fide of it 5 though, on feveral Coafts/e. 
verally remote,) I think it beft toletthis part of the Hypothefit 
ftand asit is, unrevoked, as that, which, when it fhall be difcove- 
red and agreed on, (lands ready enough to give a rational account 
of it, and, in the mean time, docs no hurt. And in fuch a Com- 
plication of Caufes (b abftrule, fcarce any thing but Obfervation 
will determine, which of the Caufes, and in Virhat degree, is tobe 
Judged predominant. 

And iftothisof«he5'j.^*«'sor Erfr/(6's,beadded that of the Obli' 
fu/ty and Excmtridtji of the Moon's Orbite.(pi which, for the rea- 
Ion above-mentioned, I \iid taken fo little notice,) it will, if it do 
no good, at If ft do no bun, And I the rather think , it may be 
con(]derable,bec3ufethe Earth and Moon'sAppropinquation and 
Elongation, doth really alter the Diftanceofthe Commen Center 
<){ Gravity (of the Earth and Moon) from the Earth (rendring the 
Earth's Epicycle Elliptical O and much favors what M. Childrey 
obfervcs of the Moon in Per7^<f<?, And this is the fum of what 
i thought proper to return you , upon thofe Animadvcrfions , 
beifig, &c.

THis Ingenious Author to prepare his Reader to a.candid re- 
ception of thefe Difcourfes, reprefents in the Preface, how 
much mifchicf and prejudice hath been done to knowledge hih 
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by intemperate and blmd Lbve of Novelty, andh^ a fallen and 
fervile addition to bare Antiquity 5 and efkems him to be truly 
wi(e,who neither admits Falfities upon the fble account of being 
Ancient, nor excludeth Truths becaufe of Novehy, but giveth 
honor to the Fathers of Scicnces,with fafety to Truth, as the thing 
which the authority both of the Ancients and Moderns ought 
to ftoop to.Upon which ground he proceeds/ometimes diflenting 
from Gaknxnthek Eflay's alledging,*^^* Authors own advifeand 
pradife for fo doing 5 and deploring the unhappinclsof the ftate 
of Phyfick becaufe of the too great fervility of adhering to former 
attainments. Having premifed this,he doth in the 

Firfi Dillertation examine and rejed the opinion of Galen and 
others concerning the Periodicalneis or Stated returns of that 
Flux-^ efteemingjthat that Author and his Followers do only di(^ 
courfe of what is obvious in this Argument, and leave that un- 
explained what is notlb^ as, from whatcaule, by what organs, 
and why at ftated times that Evacuation israifed and performed* 
And having (he w'd» that the common Dodtrine concerning this 
EfFed in Women contains nothing, which may be acquiefced in, 
he proceeds to declare and prove his opinion concerning the 
fame,»/'z.That,as in the Earth (the fruitful! womb of all Seeds of 
Plants,)fbinallthe Wombs of Animals, fit for Conception, there 
concur chiefly three things; A benigne Heat to cheriflh > a due Fer- 
mentation to agitate and dilatejand a due portion of Moi ft ure, to 
enter witheafe into the paflages open'd by that Fermenting mo- 
tion. This he maketh out both in Oviparous and Viviparous Ani- 
mals,and teacheth,that the bloud being agitated and ratified by 
that Effervefcence/wels and opens the veliel9,and breaks out into 
a Profluviura ^ Dumque hoc fervore dilatatur uterus ^apermnttir vJ£ 
incOujficHa^ quibus femen mafiulitium interius excipitnr, qtiippe quod 
tton h£ret in uteri cavitate (in q»a Harv£Hs c^ alii iUudfrujlrd quce- 
jivere) fed in ipjins fHbJiantiam imbibitur^ ubi fwmineijeminis per- 
miflione iurgefctt.^^ radices agit, qmbus delatumper apertos fervore

The 
reafon of thePeric dicai returns he afligns to be thi?,that xh^Vtems, 
like the Earth,having been throughout fermented and dilated by 
the nitrous particles and the orifices of the luhu'i, which pafs into 
the cavity ofthefamejopenedjthe attenuated bloud rulheth into 
it, itidequeforas iffunditur.Vl>i verb faagttk liberejiuit^coLeQumfert 
nteninmabjiergit qnemadmedHm ttquai'lerra^quam abtujt , ^itrum 
ejicit.

For the liluftration of which, he deli- 
very many particulars concerning the colleGion of &>lt in the V-^

Woemen by reafon of iheir drinking the Nitrous WJttr of rheW//e, 
&c. To whiehhe:aRn<:xcsan accoiirpt, ^are. ab Vttri Fervore 
fleraque Aniptatjjtes ia^t'utfifiro'^um quid <^ paui nw, MiiHercs verb 
ptngHjttefifprofHndant ^ §lHare eUam lUa permh in aliii AJuUcribnt

In the/ertf»(s/,Dillertatio» concerning the Conjint ofmavy putts 
of the Body with the WotJih^ hefii ft declare; h, that he undei ftands 
by this Cf'x/Jfffnoihingelfe^but that the parts are at once afifedled 
together from one part priff.apalij> affedted, and communicating 
that affedion to others. Then having exploded the common opi- 
nions touching the Caufesofthis Sympathy jhejoffers his own,*//2i> 
the Vicinity of the parts,and the Community and ftrufture of the 
Veflelsjby which the vitiated liquors of the body being conveyed 
Ijom one part to another, may there excite the fame or different 
affeftions.But becaufe this way of Sympathifing by vefiels hath 
many confideiable and uu- obvious varitiies> he takes pains to ex- 
amine them at large and to give a Scheme of the whole Oeccnomy 
of the Body of the perfeder Animals, confidering the diVeifity 
and various ufes of the Veflels, and the nccciEty of Motion and 
Senfc, depending from the Brain,the Animal Spirits, and the Sy- 
ilcm of the Nervesj which, being difperfed through the whole 
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Body, caniiot but produce this Confent of parts : For the clearer 
Explication of which, he gives an Acccmpt of the Order and De- 
pendency of the Veflcis, by which the various Juyces are diftri- 
buted through the Body 3 and from all thefe together, (taking 
in the StruSure of the parts) he deduceth/V/2 in General^ the man- 
ner,How any one part,beiRg afFc^ed^communicateth its afFeftion 
to others 5 and then in Particular , How the Scituation , and the 
Connexion of the Womb , with other parts, is fubjed to produce 
the like efFeds : Where he ^xfpatkteth to declare,How that from 
the depravation of the Uterine ferment and bloud, fo many, 
fo various", and fo horrid Difeafes and Symptoms arife : To all 
which he adds the (blution of thele two Queftions 5 f .Why Sweet 
fmells raife Hyfterique paflionsj and fetid ontfs,remedy the fame? 
3, Why there is fo fpecial a confent of the Womb with the Breafis? 
Concerning both which we refer the Reader to- the Author him- 
ftlj^ and proceed to the 

7A/r<^ Diflertation, in which he inquires, Whence it is , that 
Mikjstht beft Aliment ot the Body ? And to faiisfie this In<5uiry; 
he prefuppofeth , that the proxime nourifliment is to be as like as 
may be to the Body to be TJOurrfh't,and that we fubfift by the fame 
things, of which we are generated, and that the Foetus is fed in 
the womb, not with Bloud, buta Milky Juyce, taken in at the 
Meutb, and icver'd from the Bloud in the Vtermhy the Vfacenta^ 
as aSttatner 5 as 'tis in the Breafts by the Glanduls and Tiibesde- 
figned for the fame purpofe. And having concluded thereupon, 
that Meats do not ncurifh before they are converted into a Mil- 
ky ItquoT i' he Analyleth Milk, and finding , that itsfatty, terre- 
ftriaj, and fej-ous parts may beeafily mixed, feparated again , and 
made afitmtitter for the difi^rent parts of the Body, the Serous 
part thereof (which is alfo Nitrous ) being a very proper Ve- 
hicle to conveigh it thorough^ the veflels 5 he infers i that it is the 
mofr convenient Food,not for Children only, but for Grown peo- 
ple alfo. Buibecaule he- was aware of divers Objefttons againft 
rhisDoftrit'ie,eipecialIy thofp two, that are tafcen from thedou- 
ble Principle of our Generation, the Bloud, and the Genital feed^ 
and from the twofbrts of Parts of the Body, Spermatick and San- 
guineous: He epdeavors to remove both, as may befeeninthe 
Book it felf ; where do ocrrur fundry cUrjous apd confiderable A- 
natomical Obfervations and Experiments , grounded upon the 
Learned Dr kFhartont hook ofdanclHls 3 and proving,thatthe 
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Maternal Blond is neither the matter of the Aliment of the Fatuf^ 
nor that, of which it is firft formed : all which is illuftrated and 
confirmed from the 7*^<e»^»/e«<« in O^^/p^rflw/ Animals, whofe young 
ones, bred in Eggs, receive no bloud at all from their Dams. 

But as to the fucceffive Changes made in Meats,fit for Nutrition 
and the produ&ion of various Juycesjhe reprefents them thus:Af- 
ter that the C/6j//e,prod'uced out of meat and drink in the ftomach, 
hath pafled to the Heart, then the fineft and moft Spirituous parts 
thereof are changed into the red part of the Bloud ^ fuch por- 
tions as aredifpofed next, are turned into Bile,and other humors i 
the remainder is by iterated fermentations with the Bloud in the 
Heart further digeftpd , and perfe^ed, and by being in many 
places percolated, and leaving behind its ferofity,acquireth a glu- 
tinous and fibrous nature, like Milkjfittefl: for Nutrition. 

So that he .concludes upon the whole, That there being no 
part of the Body, which is not generated of the Seed, and confe- 
quently the Seminal matter being the neareft Aliment of the fame, 
and nothing, of things outwardly taken in, having a greater cog- 
nation withit, than Milk, this Liquor is! to be efteem'd the beft A- 
liment, and the propereft to repair tabid and decayed Perfons.

THis Curious and Philofophical Book, written in the Be/gic^ 
Tongue, treateth chiefly of thefe three things. 
Firji, It lays down the Ground of all Natural Changes in Infeds; 
declaring, that by the word Change^ is nothing eWe to be under- 
ftoodbut a gradual and natural Evolution and Growth of the 
partsynot any Metamorphofis or Transformation of them; v^hich 
Growth is here made to refemble , not only the Increafe of other 
Animals, but alfo the Budding, Knitting, and Spreading of Plants. 
And here the Author, having taken notice, that, whereas Antient 
and Famous Writershavc efteem'd and called the Nymph a, among 
lnfe<^s, the Change of that Worm,which carries the proper fhape 
of the future little Animal jand the Cbrjfalis or Aurelia the Change 
of that Caterpillar , which Chews no parts at all of the Animal to 
c jme^having,! fay, noted this, dcfires the R.eadier to obferve,hiat, 
whereashe is able to difcern and to ftiewall the parts or mem- 
bers of the future Animal cle,as well in the Chryfalh ,as the Njmpha^ 
he ni kes no other difference amongft them, but this j That fincc 
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the parts in a Chryfalls , are not fo plainly difcernaMc to our view , as 
ttiofe in a Njm^hit , and becaufe a Chryfalis, does fometiraes appear of a 
Gilt-colour , which he hath not hitherto obferv'd'in a Nympha,ht calls 
the iV)'?w;)^4, barely by the narae of P/^/^jS^/-, and the Chryfalts by that of 
GUtptfpfiet: the diftinAion of which is made very clear by the neat and 
accurate Cuts annexed , and their Explication. In this Firfi part is fee 
forth the nianner,how the Worms and Caterpillars turn into Puppets •, and 
fhewed,?/»^f fome Infefts come perfed out of the Egg, and never out of 
a Puppet ; that the principal difference of the f^orm-animalcttla, that turn 
Into Puppets^ confjftsinthis, that fome have feet, fome have none ; rW 
the breaft of the feetlefs Worms is never changed •, that the Ox fore- feet 
of the Worms with many or few feet are never changed or tranfpofed j 
that the Wings, Horns, Feet, &c. grow up under the skin by degrees ^ 
that in all, Worms he can eafily fliew the faid parts under the skin , af- 
firming, to have done it aftually in the prcfence of Seignieur Magalotti, 
and Monlieur Thevenot, Two very Intelligent and Cautious perfons- and 
that even a Frog comes forth into a Puppet. 

SeconMy^This Book undcrtaketh to make it out, How the true Ground 
of the Natural Changes , or the Knowledge of the Njmpha and Aurelia 
hath been obfcurcd and marred ; (hewing withal, how it is to be cleared 
and reftored again. Where he affirms,that Moufet and others do erre a- 
bout the Aurelia , making it neither an Egg, nor an Animal ^ and that 
Harvey miftaketh, calling the Aurelia{vi\\idi indeed is the Animal it felf,^ 
an Egg, and affirming, that Bloudlefl'e Animakula are produced out of 
Anrelia^hy Transformation^ whereas the Change , happening in the 
Puppets, is nothing elfe but an Evaporation of thefuperfiuous raoifture. 
Further, thitQeelartm erres, holding, that a C<?rfr/!;//<ir may change be- 
fore her time •, and that, if flie fo changes, Ihe then produceth another 
Animal : Contrary whereunto our Author affirms, that thefe Animal- 
cfUa, which the faid Coe^^jrw/ mentions, as changing againil the order of 
nature, do always come forth in that manner, w?i. The Male with wings, 
and the Female without them: Obferving further,That Crf/-tfrp///^j-/ early 
forbearing to eat, come only to turn into fmaller bodied Animals ; and 
adding, that they may change when they will, and that the Animals, 
when once changed, do never grow bigger. And from the knowledge of 
the propagation of thcfe AnimalcKla, he is of opinion , that we may ar- 
rive to that of the Propagation of the reft of Animals ;, where he ,dc- 
clareth his fentiment, that there is no Generation in Nature , but only a 
Produdion by the Growing of parts •, adding' this aflertion, that he is 
able toth to Ihew all the parts of a Batterjly ia a Caterpillar, «»^ to make 
the change of the Caterpillar 'to proceedleifurely,and fo to ftop it in its 
change, that it (hall appear hiM Caterpillar, and h^M Aurelia •, which he 
faith,hehath adually performed before the now Great JJakepf y/j/rcay. 
Thirdly, y^ixs Author reduceth all Charfesof Infcdsi, ( fqrae few ex- 
cepted, which he acknowledgeth h,e doth not yet well upderiiand,) \jato 
J-'QUr ClaOes or Ranks- which aredifcriniinated hy four different w^ajs of 
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ProJuAion, Cliangcand Growth. Thej?ri? Rank, by him called iiJTy*- 
^ha-Animal, hath a little Animal fully formed in the Egg , which after 
the evaporation of thefuperfluoas nioifture, comes forth perfed and fo 
groweth up •, fuch as the Lmvfe and Fka^&ic. The ficgnd' called Nympha- 
Fer-mictflHs , hath the parts of the Infed impcrfedly fhaped in the Egg-, 
and after hatching acquires its perfedion Fiji^ly ty outward food •, fuch 
as the Lecfift AndCrkket^SiC, The third, c&lkiNympha-Chr)falis or Au- 
rf//<?, obtains after hatching, its perfedion darkly, and not till the laft 
calling of the skill •, fuch as the Emmet, sniNf^k-i'utt-erfij.-So that in the 
fecond indthlrd Clallis not a perfed Animal , but a fVorm , precedes the 
growing up of the parts •, yet with this diiFerence, that in thefecoftd, the 
little Creature groweth up manifeftly •, which in the third is done ob- 
fcurely: The fvftrth, called Nymphavermifarmi^ , remains always (hut up 
in the skin of the Worm, without a poflibility of difcerning theparts, 
till carting both skins at once, it becoms capable of generation ^ fuch as 
the Fly. 

In the Explication and Dedudion of all which differences, the Author 
taketh notice of many remarkable particulars : E.g. That the Infeds, 
which come perfed out of their Eggs, change only by cafting their skin, 
-and thofe that come forth imperfed, do,bc4idesskin-cafting , grow up 
by fo od , to become iV^w/i^/j's or Puppets : That thok, which coraeper- 
fed or imperfed out of the Egg, are in the Egg firft like Puppets , and 
undergo, both of them^^in the Egg, all the alterations, which any Infed 
undergoeth in the Puppet : That the parts of Puppets protuberate,much 
like the Budding of Flowers: That the Caterpillar is the Butterfly it fclf, 
•only covered over with a mantle , whereby the parts are kept from our 
difcerning : That^ the dodi ine of Seigneur Malpighi\n his Diflertation 
de Bomhyce (dedicated to the R. Society, ) concerning the Change of 
B(itterfiyer,h true That innumerable Infcds fly about and feed by night, 
as well as others do byday .• .TW ^««7; difcharge their excrements by 
the neck, and are each of them , both Male and Female : That from Ca- 
terpillars, feeding on fuch and fuch plants , conjcdures may be drawn 
concerning the agreement of the refpcdive qualities of them ^ it heing 
very probable, that, if thofe Creatures do cat of fcveral plants (each 
fort af tho^fe Infeds being efteem'd , to feed but on one fort of Vege- 
tables j thofe Plants do agree in their nature and ^^'ntueSf&c.

genious Confutation, made by this Author, of what M. Hobbes hath de- 
livered concerning the iZ4f»o.W^M/, and P^rcf^mw in Matter \ Where 
(in tny opinion) it is ftrongly evinced, That the Soulof mai^ is fomething 
ci.fe,tnan the Organized Body in due motion ; and that' tis altogether 
unconceivable and therefore mod; un-philofophical, that Mutter Ihould 
be capable of Pcrception^Cogitation, and Difcourfc.

THis fmall Trac!^ being but very lately fent out oi Denmark to the 
Publifltcrjhe thought fit co. give forthwith the following Accompt

Thefetw^o Letters of Sign eur Barrhi-ire an Anfwer to two others, 
which M. Bartholin had written to hini touching fundry conilderable and 
curious Subjeftsvof Natural Pliiiofophy and Medicine. 

In the/«?"ff««'r be endeavours to espiuin.How the 5^i«/» is formed, and 
what-kind of Subftarvce it.iv.-]n the doing of which he obfervech, That as 
many Salts,din'olved together in common water, are fevcr'd by a (imple 
Diftillation- and as divers Mettals melted together into one maffe are 
un-mised from one another, when a certain degree ot heat is given them-, 
fo the different parts, which oonftitutc' the 5'ff^, although they be fo 
blended together that 'tis impoffibie to diftinguifh them, do dif-engage 
themfelvcs; from one another when they are agitated by a competent 
Heat-, and taking the fituation which i's natural to them, give rife to 
the feveral Organs of the Body. Thcdired: and themoftmaffy, by theit 
weight going to the Center,form the Heart • the fpongious,the Lnms ^ 
the bituminous, the Liver, ivA the fatty and oily, as the higheft, riling a- 
bove the reft,form the 5r<ej«,&c. Where he takes notice, that HippocrateJ 
holds the Brain to have little of Oyiines in it,becaufe it-will noc flame ^ 
whei*eas he aflures, that having diftilled the Brain of a Calf, he drew 
from it a confiderablc quantity of Oyi : which ('to note that by the by) 
being applyed outwardly, is by him recommended as excellent to af- 
peafe the pains of the Gout. 

In the fame Letter he affi.rms,.that:inxhe Bi'ain there is made a certain 
very fubtile and well- fcented liquor, which he believes to be the Seat of 
the Reafonable Soul •, and that the Wit of men depends on the Temper 
of this Liquor, rather than from the Co^nformation of the Brairtv Which 
he confirms by theExampk of one, who by taking great (tore oiTobacco^ 
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hadfodryed up bis Brain, that after his death there was found in his 
Head but a very fmall black clod.compofcd of fundry membrans ; and 
yet his Soul had not been wanting to perform her funftions to the laft. 

He alfo takes occalion to difcourfe of y?f/pi><?»»«, adventuring to afHrm. 
that Refpiration is caufed by divers liquors, which riling through the 
Veins into the Heart, and cnere fermenting, fend to the Lungs fuch Va- 
pors as attraft the Air : For illuftration whcreof,be faith. That, if to a 
Chfs-bowl, hollow and with a fmati hole, you fodder divers Pipes of 
Glafs half full of different ftrong Liquors, the Vapours, elevated from 
thofe Pipes in the glafs-bowl.will draw the Air after the fame manner as 
tis drawn into the Lungs by Refpiration. 

In the orA^?* Letter, he treats of the way ofcuringfcveral Diftcmpers 
of the Eyes.and particularly of fome furprizing ones, cured by himfelf. 
Where he affirms, that, having cut afunder the Apple of the Eye of divers 
Animals, and fquecfed out the humors even the Chryfiallift it felf,hehatli 
reftored the fight to thofe An-imals ^ and that the Eyes of thofe Birds,on 
which he had made this EKperiment,looked better and more vivid than 
before; and that he had performed this- operation upon many perfons 
with fo much fuccefs,that in their Eyes there remained, not the leaft ap- 
pearance of a Scar, After this relation he is not (hy to teach the way of 
making this Operation, adding the cautions to be obferved therein, and 
withall the Remedy it felf; which confifts chieHy in a certain Water of 
Celonrjiw,3.nd a Phlegme oi Vitriol oi Mars. 

On the occafion of teaching the Preparation of this remedy ,hc taketh 
notice of fcveral particulars, perhaps not to be defpifed : Firft, That if 
about a pint of Water be poured on ten pounds of Filings of Iron, frefli 
and fine, and after having well ftirr'd it with one's hand, you cover the 
veffeljwherein it is, and wrap it about with fome dry fluff, thefe Filings 
will, within the fpace of an hour and an half, ferment and grow hot, like 
Calxviva. Secondly, That having often quenched in Water an Ingot of 
fine Gold, heated red hot, he hath found the weight of that Gold nota^i, 
bly diminiih't j and having afterwards fuffered the Water to evaporate, 
drawn a little Gold thence-, which (he faith) fliews,that the moft fubtile 
parts of the Gold pafs into the liquors, wherein it is quenched ; whence 
it is Che adds) that fuch liquors have admirable vertues , to cure many 
Difeafcs:And amongft others he pretends, that in Dyjfenteries there is no 
better Remedy,thanRofe- water, wherein Gold hath been quenched. 
Third'y.Thatin the Refolution of Simpler , an excellent means of pre- 
ferving their proper virtues is , inftead of ufmg Fire or any other 
ftrangeHeat, which might alter their vertues , toemploy only the 
Warmth of an Hot-bed made of the Putrefaftion of the Herbs of the 
fame Sfecies with thofe you would Diftil. 
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
